Morris L, Cooke has said: "The area 
conferences will be informal, with a 
view to developing . e « constructive 
suggestions on which sound national 
water policy can be based." Subsequent 
communications make clear that the Com- 
mission hopes to hear from individuals . 
and from representatives of citizen 
groups, rather than from the governmental 


agencies whose views have already been put 


on file in Washington. 

The questions on which discussion is 
invited include not only erosion control, 
pollution problems, and municipal water 
supplies, but also the desirable extent 
of federal participation in major water-

tion of all purposes which water resources 
can serve, including recreation and fish 
and wild life,"

if our valued recreational resources are 
not to be sacrificec to the increasingly 
urgent cries for water - and power, Just 
as urban planning includes garden and 
park spaces, so should national planning 
recognize the need for a reasonable pro- 
portion of undisturbed natural lands - 
the wilderness areas of our parks and 
forests, now increasingly threatened by 
such projects as Glacier (cont. on page 2)

Tide-Pool. Life at Moss Beach 
Et MOSS DEATH 


For Moss Beach, the weather on’ Sunday, 

May 7, may be rated as’ perfect, with 
bright, clear sunshine, the cool morning 
breeze. not perceptible by afternoon - at 
least not on the sunbaked rocks in the 
sheltered coves. And there were those 
who purposely got their bathing suits wet! 
The morning, however, found us threading 
our way over the slippery rocks in search 
of the many varied forms: of marine life, 
Among us we did, indeed, find many kinds ~ 
Phylum Poriferas sponges; Coelenterata: 


‘hycroids, the common giant green sea 


anemone, and smaller orange and red (one. 
was budding) kinds, and a solitary coral 
Platyhelminthes: ribbon worms; Bryozoanss 
Echinodermata: 6-and 5-rayed starfish, 
the common purple one with white "spots", 
a large rose one, and very small ones, 

a "sea bat", brittle stars as small as 
one inch in diameter; a large red sea- 
urchin and a smaller purple species 

with green spines intermixed, and a sea 
cucumber; Arthropoda: goose barnacles 
associated with mussels, acorn or volcano 
barnacles, hermit crabs galore in their 
stolen homes, a blue porcelain crab, a 
striped shore crab and others; Mollusca: 
at least five kinds of chitons includ- 
ing the giant chiton, also know as gum 
boot and giant sea cradle, limpets, key- 
hole limpets, young and large red aba- 
lones, white and red nudibranchs, and 
mussels. A colony of jelly-like tuni- 
cates, which are the most primitive 
group of chordates were seen and several 
fish, including blennies, ‘clingfish and 
eel. Come out on our next beach trip 


_and let Maxine and Paul Chenoweth, who 


are excellent guides, point them out to 
you. 

Mrs. Scott's Movies of :Birds 
On Friday evening, May I9, Tirs. Scott 
showed us her movies of 38°kinds of 
birds and alpine chipmunks, golden mantle 
and Belding ground squirrels, a marmot, 
and Bambi, the fam, lirs, Scott's com- 
mentary, anticipating the movements of 
the animals, was apropos and amusing. 
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“THREE DAYS ON’ THE NORTH FACE ” 
Yet unclimbed is the North Face of Sen- 
tinel Roek, With each generation of 
climbers new attempts are made, and gra- 
dually the "high point" is inched up the 
1500-foot wall, Until last fall Fritz 
Lippmann!s 200 feet was the highest point 
reached, Then, fired by Alpine climbing, 
Al Steck sparked an attempt by Phil Bet. 
tler, Jim Wilson, Al and myself. A print 
500 feet up the face was reached, 

‘Since Memorial Day this year, the 
"highest yet" is the pedestal which is 
approximately half the tetal height of 
the face. Phil Bettler and I composed 
the party accomplishing thise faking 
enough food and water for several days, 
we scrembled to the tree ledge where the 
serious work begins, After one 5th class 
lead, we began to pound in, hang from, 
pull out, cuss, and bless pitons, Every 
pitch from the first on required some . 
pitons for direct aid, 

Progress was rather slow since fond 
and equipment had to. be dragged up, A - 
rock fall during the winter had removed 
several ledges and had made stumps of 
trees, which had been gaod belay points. 
We could still follow last fall's route, 
and by the first evening wers ready to 
sleep atop a choekstone in a chimney. 
Before settling down for the night, we 
climbed the overhang immediately above, 
leaving a rope over it for next- morning, 

After a night of fair sleep, prusii 
slings were used up our rope, and, climb-— 
ing an overhanging chimney and a tension 
traverse, we reached last fall's high 
point. From ‘here on we were pioneers, 
The angle was very high, but there were 
cracks for pitons and feet. Many times 
the cracks were too large for pitons, so 
one would have to climb "free" until a 
piton crack could be found. After about 
250 feet of this sort of climbing we . 
reached the brush near tke top of the 
pedestal as darkness closed in. Here 
we slept. 

On the third morning we surveyed pos= 
sible routes from the pedestal upward. 
The only possibility was pounding bolts 
up a 35=foot smooth face. Deciding that 
this was more than we had bargained for, 
we began the 800 foot rappel down. De- 
scending to the valley took us the better 
part of the day. Once, when our rappel 
snagged on a rock, rather than climb 40 
severe feet, we shortened our 300 foot 
rope. Heaving a sigh of relief, we coiled
